The call for the meeting went out 
out late in the afternoon, after the 
president had received from the sec­ 
retary of agriculture a preliminary 
report of the damage occasioned by 
the unprecedented dry weather and 
after a discussion of the emergency 
at a meeting of the cabinet. 
President Hoover also discussed 
the drought with Ernest P. Bicknell, 
acting head of the American Red 
Cross, and with Dewitt Smith, Mr 
Bicknell’s aide. 
Red Cross Ready 
No immediate action on the part 
of the Red Cross is contemplated, it 
is understood, but that organization 
has been asked to hold itself in 
readiness. 
It was learned that railways in 
the central area were preparing to 
file with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission emergency rates reduc­ 
ing the cost of transporting feed 
grains 
The application for the new 
rates is expected to go in within 
a few days. 
While admitting, in a statement 
outlining the problem confronting 
the country as a result of the 
drought, that a great deal of priva­ 
tion is in prospect among families 
in the stricken areas, the president 
emphasized that there was no dan­ 
ger of a food shortage. 
"The bulk of the direct human 
food production of the country is 
abundantly in hand,” he declared.
